COMMODITY PRICES 
TUMBLE AFTER 
WEEK OF GAINS 


NEW YORK, March 8 (AP)— 
Commodity prices tumbled sharp- 
ly on the major markets today 
after the best week-to-week gain 
in three months. Grains, cotton 
and livestock fell wide of Satur- 
day's prices. Stocks skidded on the 
New York exchange. 

Dealers in .Chicago attributed 
the grain selling to improved 
wheat crop outlook and indica- 
tions that mills had offered large 
quantities of flour to the Gov- 
ernment for export. Renewed 
liquidating pressure sent cotton 
prices at New York down as much 
as $6.75 a bale. 

At times deliveries of wheat, 
corn, soybeans and cottonseed oil 
fell the limits allowed in a day’s 
trading. Wheat was 5% to 9% 
cents a bushel lower at Chicago 
with the May delivery closing at 
$2.36%. Corn fell 6% to 8 cents, 
the low side of the range the daily 
allowable limit, and May contracts 
wound up at 2.16%. Oats were 
2% to 4% cents lower than Satur- 
day's prices. 

The Associated Press index of 
35 wholesale commodity prices had 
its sharpest break since Feb. 10. 
It dropped more than 2 points to 
186.52 per cent of the 1926 aver-

TREASURY URGES 
REPEAL OF US 
TAXON MARGARINE 


Levies Called ‘Unneces- 

sary Burden on Con- 
- sumers’— Revenue 
Yield Unimportant.

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WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
-The Treasury today recom- 
mended repeal of federal taxes 
on oleomargarine. 

Under Secretary A. L. M. Wig- 
gins told the House Committee on 
Agriculture that the present mar- 
garine taxes: 

1. “Distort the competitive po- 
sition of two domestic indus- 
tries,“ penalizing oleomargarihe 
to ald butter, 

2. Interfere with best use of 
national resources. 

3. Unnecessarily burden con- 


sumers far in excess of. the 
amount paid in taxes.” 


Wiggins said the taxes are un- 
important from a federal revenue 
standpoint. Collections for this 
and next fiscal year are estimat- 
ed at about $7,000,000, he said. 

He added: “The burden of these 
taxes on consumers is not ade- 
quately measured by the Treas- 
ury’s tax collections. 

“The taxes increase the cost of 
the product; they interfere with 
the consumer’s freedom of choice 
in satisfying personal wants; and 
they increase his living cost by 
interfering with the consumption 
‘of less expensive foods.” 


Wiggins said that there Is 
little: need. to use taxes to pre- 
vent margarine from being mis- 
represented to be butter. If Con- 
gress insists on doing so, he said, 
the tax should be dropped to 


regulatory purposes.” 

Wiggins said federal margarine 
tax repeal is favored by the Ad- 

inistration, including President 

uman. 

Representative August H. An- 
dresen (Rep.), Minnesota, sug- 
gested there is no federal law pro- 
hibiting margarine manufacturers 
from coloring their product an- 
other color “such as green.” ig- 
gins replied that consumers pre- 
ferred yellow spreads. 

Andresen—who wants the taxes 
left as is—said consumers “want 
margarine yellow because it looks 
like butter.” 

Representative Zinimerman 
(Dem.), Missouri, asserted that “a 
great deal of dairy butter, espe- 
cially in the winter time, is white 
and not yellow—but is colored 
yellow to meet consumers’ tastes.” 
“And,” Zimmerman added, the 
natural color of some margarine 
is yellow, but it must be bleached 
out to escape the tax.”

Bond issue funds already voted 
for city park purposes may legally 
be used to acquire and clear the 
three-block strip of blighted prop- 
erty between Market and Chestnut 
streets from Fifteenth street to 
Eighteenth street to link Memo- 
tial and Aloe Plazas, City Coun- 
selor George L. Stemmler told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Existing bond funds, as pointed 
out yesterday, total $3,617,351, of 
which $3,407,000 was voted in the 
1944 “postwar” bond issue for 
parks and playgrounds and 3210, 
351 is the balance remaining from 
the bond issue approved in 1923 
for park acquisition. The bonds 
3 in 1944 have not yet been 
sold. 


Informal Commitment. 

Stemmler said that while there 
is no legal impediment to use of 
these funds for the extension of 
the city’s central plaza system, the 
Citizens’ Bond Issue Committee, 
which sponsored the 1944 issue, 
had informally committed itself 
to use of the funds for specific 
parks and playgrounds. 

The bond ordinance did not 
specify projects on which the 
funds should be spent. 

The decision as to whether any 
“moral obligation” rested upon the 
city to expend the funds for par- 
ticular projects would be up to 
the Citizens’ Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee, Stemmler said. 
He expressed the opinion such an 
obligation existed. 

Walter W. Head, chairman of 
the supervisory’ committee, de- 
clined to comment upon the sug- 
gestion that bond issue funds be 
used to connect the two plazas. 
He said he planned to study the 
question of such use of the funds 
today. 

Authorization for use of the 
bond issue funds to acquire the 
three-block M@rip of property 
would have to be provided by an 
ordinance, proposed by the Board 
of Public Service, approved by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and passed by the Board of 
Aldermen, Stemmler said. 

Four members of the five-man 
Board of Public Service today ex- 
pressed favorable reaction to the 
procedure suggested by the 
Post-Dispatch as a step toward 
eradication of the city’s central

slum area. 
Study Recorffmended. 

Three of the board members 
recommended that the Citizens’ 
Bond Issue Supervisory Committee 
study the matter and make a rec- 
ommendation before any action is 
taken. They were Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C. 
Meyers, Director of Public Safety 
Charles J. Riley and Director of 
Public Utilities Harry C, Brock- 
hoff. 

Henry S. Caulfield, Director of 
Public Welfare, said: “Anything 
that would accelerate slum clear- 
ance should be done, If the money 
is available for the suggested use, 


the city should move on the mat- 
ter as soon as possible.” 


Comptroller Louis Nolte and 
President Charles E. Albanese 
of the Board of Aldermen, two 
of the three members of the city’s 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, commented favorably 
on the proposal. Albanese, how- 
ever, sald he would like to deter- 
mine whether all the bond funds

TWO U.S. WOMEN ARE SHOT 
TO DEATH IN INDOCHINA 


PARIS, March 8 (AP)—A 
French communique from Saigon 
announced today the killing of 
two American women employed at 
the United States consulate gen- 
eral in Indochina. 

The bodies of the women—Mrs. 
Jeanne R. Skewes and Miss Lydia 
Ruth James—were found last 
night in a dry river bed into 
which they had driven a jeep.

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
—Forty-two prominent Americans 
sad yesterday they fear that pri- 
vate industry may gobble up 
America’s waters, lands and for- 
ests. Because of this fear they 
drew up a declaration of. belief. 
They called it their “conservation 
credo of an American,” 

The announcement listed such 
names as Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 
Mrs. George Norris, widow of the 
late Senator from Nebraska; Wil- 
liam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor; 
Louis Bromfield, author; Chester 
Davis, president of the St. Louis 
Federal Reserve Bank, and Har- 
ry Slattery, former Under Secre- 
tary of the Interior, 

“This pronouncement comes at 
this time,” said Morris L. Cooke, 
engineer, author and former chair- 
man of the Mississippi Valley 


Committee, “because we are in 
danger of losing possession of 
that great natural heritage which 
Theodore Roosevelt and his cru- 
sading forester, Gifford Pinchot, 
secured to us and which Senator 
George Norris and Franklin 
Roosevelt developed so extensive- 
ly for our common benefit 
through vast regional programs.” 

The conservation field covered 
includes: Atomic energy uses, 
waterpower resources, river basin 
development, flood control, elec- 
trical power, public lands and 
parks, forests, soil conservation, 
reclamation and utility regulation.

Prices on Major Raw Goods. 

Prices of such important raw 
i materials as metals, wool, silk 
and shellac were just as high or 
higher on March 1 than they were 
in January, despite a general 5 
per cent decline for all raw ma- 
terials, according to the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics index. The 
drop was only in such things as 
rosin, hides, rubber, burlap and 
print cloth, the bank said. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
index showed prices of foodstuffs 
on March 1 were 13 per cent be- 
low the peak they reached in Jan- 
uary, while agricultural commod- 
ity prices were down 11 per cent. 

General level of farm commod- 
ity prices was well above that of 
January, 1947, despite the market 
drop, the bank’s report said. Farm 
income last January was $2,600,- 
000,000, 15 per cent above that in 
January 1947, but somewhat low- 
er than that last December be- 
cause of seasonal differences in 
marketing. | 

Employment: Prospects. 

Employers expect in the next 
few months increases in the num- 
ber of persons employed through- 
out the area served by the bank, 
| with the exception of Louisville, 
Ky., the report said. Relatively 
large gains are predicted in St. 
Louis in manufacturing, construc- 
tion, trade and service industries, 
particularly in automobile and 
aircraft industries, 

General level of industrial activ- 
ity in January was about the 
same as in December. The report 
noted, however, a sharp drop in 
the number of new building per- 
mits issued. Retailers reported 
increased supplies of goods, and 
inventories in all types of retail 
stores, except furniture stores, 
were up 9 to 28 per cent last Jan- 
uary as compared with the previ- 
ous January. 

Banks said demand deposits 
have dropped since the first of 
the year, though time deposits 
have increased somewhat. The 
amount of money lent for real es- 
tate purposes was going up, the 
report said, noting a seasonal de- 
cline in the amount of money lent 
for commercial, industrial and 
agricultural purposes. 


DETROIT PRINTERS ACCEPT RISE 
1 2 PC., MAILERS REJECT IT 


DETROIT, March 8 (AP) 
Printers on Detroit’s three daily 
newspapers voted yesterday to ac- 
cept an offer of a 12 per cent 
wage increase without a formal 
contract. Mailing room workers 
rejected the same offer, made by 
the publishers. 

Both locals voted last December 
to request strike sanction from 
international headquarters. The 
unions originally demanded a $17 
weekly rise and revised condi- 
tions of employment” in place of 
a contract. Present weekly scale 
for printers is $85.50 for day shifts, 
$89.50 for night and $92 for lob- 
ster, or overnight tricks. Mailers 
receive $73.50 for day work and 
$79.50 for nights. 

The printers, under a policy 
adopted at their convention last 
year, have sought a continuation 
of the closed shop and establish- 
ment of working conditions with- 
out a formal signed contract. The 
closed shop is prohibited by the 
Taft-Hartley law.

McDonald observatory astrono-

At the same time they an- 
nounced the green areas of Mars 
may be low order plants such as 
mosses or lichens. 

“The question of animal life is 
unsettled, but it is extremely im- 
probable that highly developed \~~~ 
animals could exist in the rigorous 
climate of Mars in the absence 
of a detectable amount of oxy- 
gen,” said Dr. Gérard P. Kuiper, 
director of the observatory.

Dr. Kuiper said observations 
during the last two weeks of 
February “amply confirmed” pre- 
liminary studies of Mars which 
have been in progress since Oc- 
tober. The conclusion was that 
high order plants, such as those 
which produce seeds, and the 
ferns, do not exist. 

These studies were aided by use 
of a newly developed infra-red 
spectrometer, 

They came to a climax on Feb. 
18 when Mars swung within 63,- 
000,000 miles of the earth—closest 
it will be until 1956. 

A special study was made of 
the transparency of the Mars at- 
mosphere to violet and ultra violet 
light.

Taxes should be reduced because 
the American industrial machine 
is “running downhill” for lack of 
risk capital, Morris Sayre, presi- 
dent of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, said here today. 

“In the 30 years preceding the 
war, about 20 per cent of Ameri- 


can income was plowed back into 
venture capital, machines, tools,” 
he said. “Since 1939, we have 
fallen from 12§ to 160 billions be- 
hind, this amount having been 
siphoned off in taxes. In the last 
two or three years, we have been 
investing 20 to 25 billions, only 
half of what we should.” 

Insisting that the American 
standard of living cannot be 
maintained, much less raised, 
without incentives fer investment 
of capital, he declared: “The 
frightening thing is that just 100 
years ago, Karl Marx in his Com- 
munist Manifesto said the way 
to achieve Communism is through 
a high, heavy, graduated income 
tax that will rob venture capital 
and force government to take 
over the financing of business." 

Sayre was in St. Louis to ad- 
dress a business and industrial 
conference sponsored jointly by 
the N. A. M., the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the As- 
sociated Industries of Missouri. 
He will speak at a dinner at 7 
o clock tonight. 

A tall, gray-haired man who 
wears pince-nez and makes his 
points in a rich, drawling voice, 
Sayre began his business career 
40 years ago as a student engi- 
neer in the plant the Corn 
Products Co. operated in Granite 
City. He now is president of the 
$100,000,000 firm and lives in 
Montclair, N. J. 

“When I was earning only $100 
a month in Granite City, I was 
buying stock,” he said, “but now, 
on a $90,000-a-year salary, I can't 
afford to. In 1928, when I was 
general manager, I received $30,- 
000 and paid $1500 in taxes. Now 
my taxes total $53,000. I'm not 
complaining, but just pointing out 
that people like me who would 
buy stock and keep the industrial 
machine going cannot do it.” 

Sayre contended the N.A.M. 
tax reduction program, which puts 
a cut in personal taxes ahead of 
reduction in business taxes, is not

DITOR’S NOTE—In 4 parted: nhottiy after Pearl Harbor, the 


German armies suffered, for the first time, their first major 


reverses due to the unprecedented winter which struck Russia. 


A wave of defeatism swept the officer rank of the German High 


Command. Goebbels made much 


of his concern over this develop- 


ment, as May be noted in his diary entries from Jan. 21 to 23, 1942: 


JAN. 21, 1942.

I gave a rather long report and 
supplied a considerable number of 
details, but pledged all participants 
to strictest secrecy. 

After that I talked at length 
with Martin (Army Liaison officer 
to Propaganda Ministry). I tried 
to persuade him to tell me the 
names of all officers in the OKW 
(Supreme Command of Armed 
Forces) and-the OKH (Supreme 
Command of Army) who are guilty 
of fostering defeatism, and to 
make a written report on them. 

The Fuehrer has called for such 
a Written report from me So that 
he may take proper measures. 

Martin is quite open-minded to- 
ward my line of reasoning. 


(Later developments culminated 
in the attempt on Hitler’s life on 
July 20, 1944. Certain officers were 
spreading defeatist propaganda 
more than two years before this 
attempt. After Stalingrad, few re- 
sponsible officers believed in vic- 
tory.) 

With Gutterer (undersecretary 
to Goebbels) I discuss our tactics 
with reference to other ministries. 
I consider it my duty not only to 
keep my own ministry in order, 
but also to proceed generally 
against the defeatism prevalent in 
Berlin Covernment quarters 
I fear neither a fact nor a per- 
son, but only the possibility of 
losing the war. In times of crisis 
fear of persons is a most danger- 
ous thing and there is but one 
sin, as Nietzsche put it; that of 
cowardice. It is sometimes much 
more difficult to be courageous in 
civilian than in military life. That 
sort of courage is now apropos 
and necessary. 

(In this diary entry Goebbels re- 
veals he considered it his duty to 
act as Hitler’s deputy in domestic 
matters. The impressions given 
throughout is that Hitler ran the 
war while Goebbels ran the coun- 
try.) 

.I have ordered my men to 
proceed rigorously against Berlin 
defeatism and if necessary even 
to box the ears of some sourpuss, 


MMEDIATELY upon my return to Berlin from Hitler’s head- 
quarters in East Prussia, I gave the Cabinet a detailed report on 


my discussions with the Fuehrer. 


thereby creating a fait accompli 
and teaching all potential defeat- 
ists a lesson. We are living in 
extremely tough times, and tough 
measures are necessary. 


JAN. 22, 1942.

creases. Eugene Grace, chairman 
of the board of Bethlehem Steel, 
has said that he felt that price 
decreases were more desirable 
than wage boosts. Gwilym A, 
Price, president of Westinghouse, 
has made comments along the 
same line. What's more, West- 
inghouse has just lowered prices 
of refrigerators 4 to 7 per cent. 

The industrial climate is differ- 
ent from this time last year. Then. 
except for furs, jewelry and soft 
goods, the problem was to get 
goods into stores, whereupon they 
were promptly whisked away by 
consumers. Such easy-come, easy- 
go business is no more. Depart- 
ment stores now are able to offer 
immediate delivery of washing 
machines, refrigerators, vacuum 
cleaners and similar durable 
goods.

Fateful April 18 


The Communist coup in Czechoslovakia almost 
overnight raised the forthcoming Italian elec- 
tions to the utmost world importance, If the 
Kremlin means to fasten a vise-grip on as much 
of Europe as it can before the Marshall plan is 
translated from words into action, Italy may 
well be next on its schedule. And if so, the 
Communists may well make their big bid at the 
Italian polling places on April 18. 

The logic of Russian power politics certainly 
points in this direction. From Washington to the 
Vatican, there is fear of such a grab. For even 
if the Reds do not resort to tough tactics, they 
have a good outside chance to win in a fair con- 
test. And for these reasons: 

1. While better off than Germany, Italy still 
is in a bad way economically. Rations are short. 
There are not enough jobs to go around. Prices 
ate high and wages are appallingly low. Taxes 
are heavy and the Government payroll is padded. 
Black marketeering is widespread, and the profi- 
teers flagrantly display their wealth in the midst 
of poverty. The slums of Naples and even of 
Milan are more notorious than ever. The Red 
brethren know how to exploit such conditions 
for their ulterior purposes. 

2. As Roman-born Nika Standen recently re- 
ported in Harpers, there has been a “complete 
breakdown in all strata of society of the con- 
cept of law and its enforcement.... The accept- 
ed attitude is that it is impossible to keep with- 
in the law and survive. ... The individual’s feel- 
ing of responsibility toward the country as a 
whole is about nil.” Italian Communists have 
taken advantage of this in many ways. Especial- 
ly, they have been terrorizing non-Communist 
political rallies to the point where few are held 
and those badly attended. 

3. While Premier DeGasperi, a rather queru- 
lous man, was able to force the Communists out 


ot his government, the Democrazia Christiana 
party has hardly fulfilled the liberal, progressive 


expectations held almost everywhere in Italy 
at the war's end. High hope has in many 
places turned into disillusionment. The people 
grumble that the government is made up of old 
men who sat out the Mussolini years, who lack 
governmental experience, and who are in love 
with their own voices.

Annapolis’ Enrollment 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I would like to call your attention to 
un editorial with respect to the United 
— —2— Academy, some of the facts 
“and inferences in which are in error, 
particularly your suggestion that an 
number of appoint- 
— to the Naval Academy are go- 


begging. 
It is inferred that the Academy could 
-conceivably have an enrollment now of 


enroliment of 2875. Actually the figure 
4406 is based upon fulfillments of ap- 
pointments which do not become avail- 
able in full under present law until 1950, 
and entirely disregards all attrition, that 
‘invariable condition whereby numbers 
of midshipmen are dropped. 

The Academy officials have computed 
what they determine to be a “normal 
expectancy” of enrollment. This was 
done by listing the number of vacancies 
available to the annual entering elasses 
as against the actual number of these 
vacancies that were filled in each of 
the 20 years preceding 1947, A percen- 
tage of 77 was obtained. With a deduc- 
tion for attrition, the “normal expectan- 
cy” of men in the Naval Academy at 
the present time is 3211. This includes 
an allowance for the fact that half of 
the class of 1948 has already been grad- 
uated under the speed-up wartime pro- 

us gram, currently being eliminated, 
—- Subtracting the actual enrollment, 
9875, from the “normal expected” en. 
‘yollment, 3211, there appears a deficiency 
of 336. However, two factors explain 
the bull of that defict: First, the or- 
__ ganized Naval Reserve has not been in 
a 2 long enough to complete the 
minimum service requirements for ap 
* Loss of 170 entrants may 
de traced to that fact. Second, the di. 
Vision of the Class of 1948, as indicated 
- above, reduced the enrollment by ap- 
' proximately 100. 

Based on the above it is the estimate 
of the Acadgmy that the vacancies now 
unfilled are only a total of some 66 be- 
low normal expectancies.

opposition to Fascism. And being out of office, 
they are free of responsibility. They can criti- 
cize, agitate and propagandize endlessly. 

The Italian voters, of course, will have Czecho- 
slovakia and all the other examples of Commu- 
nist duplicity before them when they mark their 
ballots. Unless something positive is done, how- 
ever, many may disregard these warnings. Des- 
perate, disillusioned people act that way. 

But at bottom, the Italian is not inclined 
toward Communism. It is too severe for his 
pleasant, easy-going intelligence. What he really 
wants is a large measure of democracy within 
the framework of his Catholic tradition. More 
immediately, of course, he wants food and a less 
harassed life. 

Just here is America’s immediate chance to 
exercise a legitimate influence on the voting. 
The arrival of more food ships in Genoa and the 
other Italian harbors would have a tremendous 
effect. Early adoption of the Marshall plan with 
the assurance that we really mean to do some- 
thing to stabilize free Europe, instead of merely 
providing a topic for congressional debate, would 
help even more. 

Beyond that is the strong weapon of Western 
European unification. That cannot be worked 
out in a week or a month, but an immediate 
pledge of military support might serve as a 
stopgap. It would not only hearten free Italians, 
but it would be a plain warning to expanding 
Communism. 

That all Europe needs such reassurance was 
indicated clearly enough by Gen. DeGaulle’s 
Sunday speech at Compiegne. The United States, 
he said, must aid the Continent in “the field of 
defense” as well as economically. And such sup- 
port, he said, ought to be as specific as the Mar- 
shall plan. Former Secretary of State Byrnes’ 
offer of a 40-year defensive treaty against Ger- 
man aggression comes to mind at once. A sol- 
emn pact against Russian aggression now would 
be much more to the point. - 

Italy has not yet been lost. The danger springs 
out of present conditions; The history and long- 
range inclination of the people are a bulwark 
The test of American states- 
manship is to strengthen that bulwark for the 
test just ahead, and also for the years to come. 
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Advocates of high prices are discovering that 
the difficulty about charging all the traffic will 
bear is that the traffic won't bear it.

The Highbrows Look at Poker 


Is the great American indoor sport of poker 
a grasping, time-consuming, soul-destroying pas- 
time, or is it a “controlled experiment of human 
action, a kind of laboratory of man’s experi- 
ence’’? 

Two Princeton professors, one a mathematician 
and the other an economist, have come forward 
with a theory which endows poker with a sci- 
entific importance sufficient to abate entirely 
any guilt complex of devotees of the game, 

Poker, according to these scholars—Drs. Von 
Neumann and Morgenstern—is a “laboratory of 
capitalism,” in which the laws of mathematics 
for the first time can be applied to social be- 
havior. The mathematical laws of chance are at 
work in poker, just as they are in the Mendelian 
tables. But in poker only can men’s social in- 
stincts and habits be observed and recorded in 
a framework of an established set of assump- 
tions. 

Von Neumann’s interpretation of poker runs 
‘o some 600 pages in a book called “Theory of 

james and Economic Behavior.” It is condensed 
‘or the casual reader in the current issue of For- 
tune, 

The book may be heavy going, hardly worth 
page-by-page perusal for the lay reader. But it 
should serve a fine purpose in the home. Left 
conveniently open at a passage which dwells on 
the social import of poker, it should be placed 
at the bedside of poker widows for the morale 
effect it may possess.

Monopoly Tactics in Alaska 
Much has been written recently about the 
shipping and other monopolies which dominate 
various areas of Alaskan life. A specific in- 
stance of monopolistic behavior now comes from 
the Ketchikan Chronicle, a newspaper which

nies dominated by Gilbert Skinner. 


Pointing out that the shipping companies had 


withdrawn their advertising from the Chronicle, 

the newspaper quotes testimony given by Mr. 

Skinner at a congressional hearing: 

Bartlett (delegate from Alaska)—The 
allegation was made that the Alaska Steam- 
‘ship Co. and Northland had withdrawn their 
advertising from the Ketchikan Chronicle 
because they did not approve of the edi- 
torial policies of that paper.

true? 

Mr. Bartlett—No. I invited you to make 
an observation about that if you cared to.

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Poor Case Against Margarine 


This margarine tax is for the general wel- 
fare of the people of the United States. This 
fight against butter is an entering wedge 
that jeopardizes the whole dairy industry. 
Some people want to sell the dairy industry 
out to foreign cheap vegetable oils.—Repre- 
sentative Murray of Wisconsin. 

In those three sentences is the dairy industry's 
whole case against removing the discriminatory 
federal tax on margarine, the case it will try to 
make in the House hearings that open today. It 
is a poor case. 

Talk of ruinous*competition is silly when the 
dairy industry can hardly supply the demand for 
its products. This is not a fight on butter, but 
a fight for equal treatment of its competitor. Mr. 
Murray upholds the tax as a sort of tariff against 
imported oils, but American-produced cottonseed 
and soybean oils make up 86 per cent of the 
margarine raw materials, so the tariff actually 
runs against American farmers. It also penalizes 
millions of consumers who pay the duties“ on 
American margarine. 

This scheme does not promote the general 
welfare. It is directly opposed to the welfare. 
In the name of free enterprise for farmers, in 
the name of families on tight budgets, Congress 
should strike this 62-year-old error from the 


_ statute books. 
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Other nations being wooed by the Communists 
should bear in mind that the Russian method of 
courtship is to bill and coup.

Our world, it has often been charged, is 
incapable of symbolism and grandeur. 
When our architects build monuments, so 
the argument goes, they turn to the obe- 
lisks of the Egyptians or the triumphal 
arches and domed temples of the Romans, 
or create such trivia as the World’s Fair 
trylon and perisphere. 


The shortage of contemporary monu- 
ments which convincingly express the ideas 
to which they were dedicated has tended, 
in fact, to bring commemorative memori- 
als into disfavor. 
Many of those who 
argue for “living” 
monuments — useful 
structures such as 
swimming pools and 
auditoriums — do so 
because they fear 
pompous, empty ges- 
tures as the only al- 
ternative, 

There are, of 
course, a few mod- 
ern monuments 
which are exceptions. There are those 
which were built by the Germans after 
World War I, memorials to their defeated 
dead—simple, forthright interpretations of 
basic tomb shapes, starkly accented with 
such symbols as helmets.

Fitting and Impressive 


In another direction are those monu- 
ments whose form is based on engineering 
devices, raised beyond function into esthetic 
significance. 


With contemporary thinking grounded 
both in ethical concepts of the useful as 
the good and in reverence for science and 
function, architects have had little op- 
portunity to design monuments whose sole 
function is to inspire. That they have rare- 
ly built successful ones is, therefore, per- 
haps not their fault. But it is true. 


Now comes one more design by way of 
refutation. Finnish-born Eero Saarinen of 
Bloomfield Hills, Mich., and his associates 
have just won the $40,000 first prize in the 
$225,000 competition for the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memorial in St. Louis. 
Their conception, symbolizing the “Gateway 
to the West“ —a modern monument, fitting, 
beautiful and impressive. 


It is, however, only the symbolic part of 
a large “living’’ memorial, the focal point 
of the park and recreational buildings 
which will constitute the memorial, com- 
memorating Jefferson, the Louisiana Pur- 


chase and the spirit which impelled pioneers 
westward, 

The Saarinen plan envisages that most 
of the area will be so densely covered with 
trees that it will be a forest-like park, a 
green retreat from the tension of the down- 
town city, Within clearings will be an open 
campfire theater, a frontier village and the 
dignified Old French Cathedral of 1834. 


It is on the levee that the architects 
have placed the great arch and the res- 
taurants and historic museums, hoping to 
recapture the busy, picturesque days when 
showboats docked there, 


Not Like Mussolini's 


The arch, of course, dominates. It is a 
parabola—a form first used in our time 
by the engineer Freyssinet for the dirigi- 
ble hangar at Orly, France. Pictures of the 
ribbed steel skeleton of this hangar under 
construction in 1916 were widely known, 
and the image of the great curve against 
the sky impressed itself on many archi- 
tects. A semi-circular arch for a Fascist 
monument only appears parabolic in per- 
spective in a poster version. 

Here its symbolism is direct and con- 
vincing. Large in scale, the arch does not 
dwarf the other structures and its form is 
sympathetic with the courthouse dome 
which it frames. It has a simplicity which 
should guarantee timeliness; yet the au- 
dacious engineering, the material, and the 
implications of science in the choice of 
this curve make it wholly contemporary. It 
seems, indeed, an esthetic transformation 
of such functional creations as bridges and 
dams in which, to date, modern architec- 
ture has achieved its greatest perfection. 


Art and the People 


A long arcade makes a transition be- 
tween the levels of the levee and the forest 
slope, and it is here the historic events 
will be commemorated in painting and 
sculpture. By placing these in small courts 
off the arcade, the architects have provided 
for an intimate relation between art and 
people, for the spectator can stroll along 
or sit beneath the projecting roof of the 
arcade and examine one group after an- 
other at his leisure. 

Although it may be modified with ele- 
ments from the runner-up projects, the 
plan of the Saarinen Associates has made 
a rea) contribution to modern architecture. 
The arch will stand as a noble symbolic 
monument, The groupings of the buildings 
and relations between old and new archi- 
tecture are harmonious—a slum area made 
into a gracious park,

The Ordinance of 1787 is one of the great 
documents of American history. This is 
the law of Congress which outlined the 
laws and liberties for the pioneers who 
crossed the Alleghanies and settled the 
Northwest Territory. One article reads: 

“The inhabitants of the said territory 
shall always be entitled to the benefits of 
the writ of habeas corpus and of trial by 
jury; of a proportionate representation of 
the people in the legislature... . ” 

Ohio is one of the states created from 
the Northwest Territory. But the people

of Ohio have lost, or rather, unwittingly 
surrendered, that right of “proportionate 
representation” in the Legislature. Now 
the election of a Legislature is “stacked” 
in favor of the rural districts; the county 
(land) counts more than people, 

Some of the provisions of the ordinance 
have long been discarded as unsuited to a 
living democracy. But a principle like that 
of proportionate representation, which 
makes every citizen's vote the equal of an- 
other's, is something that we hope Ohio has 
discarded only temporarily.

F THE four elections in which the Republican party was de- 
feated by Roosevelt, the third—that of 1940 when Wendell 
Willkie was the candidate—is, I think, the one which is the 


firmly united under strongly or- 
ganized leadership. 

The next four years will surely 
bring the showdown in which it is 
decided whether the second world 
war is to be settled, This could 
mean war. It could mean peace. 
It could mean neither war nor

The Democratic party broke 
withthe tradition which had been 
in effect an untouchable part of 
the unwritten constitution of the 
United States. It nominated a 
President for a third term. 


The Miracle of Willkie. 


The Republican convention re- 
sponded to the crisis in a no less 
extraordinary way; it nominated 
a man who had never been in Re- 
publican politics, who eight years 
earlier had been active in the 
Democratic convention, a man 
who stood for the very things to 
which the party was opposed: a 
supporter of the League of Na- 
tions and of aid to Britain and 
an opponent or: isolationism. 

The nomination of Willkie by 
the Republican convention was an 
admission that the Republican 

record and position did not 
fit the crisis of the war. But after 
the initial enthusiasm for Willkie, 
it soon transpired that he could 
not alter the position of his party 
and that therefore he could not 
lead it effectively. Willkie’s nom- 
ination was, so to speak, super- 
ficial, not the result of a genuine 
change of the party’s position on 
the American interest in the vital 
issues of war and peace.

fiable, because it was plain not 
only to the Democrats but to 
many normally Republican voters 
that as a party the Republicans 
were unprepared to govern in the 
crisis of the war. 


There was Willkie, to be sure, 
but quite evidently he did not 
truly represent his party, and Re- 
publicans like Stimson, Austin, 
Wadsworth, were at best a toler- 
ated minority.

This Year’s Question. 


The question this year is wheth- 
er the Republican party has been 
sufficiently reconditioned and re- 
aligned to do now what it was un- 
prepared to do in 1940—to rise to 
the great issues of war and peace. 
It could happen, to be sure, that 
the question could be evaded if, as 
is not inconceivable, the Truman 
administration continues to dis- 
integrate.

Last year’s operating revenues, 
$188,765,897, and operating ex- 
penses, $152,748,049, both were at 
new high levels. In comparison 
with 1940, the last full prewar 
year, the revenues had increased 
92.9 per cent, the expenses 146.7 
per cent. In the Missouri Serv- 
ice Commission hearing on the 
company’s application for $3,250,- 
000 in annual Missouri telephone 
rate increase the year 1940 has 
been used as a basis of general 
comparisons. 


There were material increases 
in all items of operating expense 
as between last year and 1946.

Taft Act Elections, 
CIO Gets 74. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (AP) 
—Unions won 685 and lost four of 
the 689 union shop elections held 
in the first four months of the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

The score was announced yester- 
day by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. It sumemd up the 
cases it handled between Aug. 22, 
when the provisions of the act be- 
came effective, and last Dec. 31. It 
will make similar reports every 
three months from now on. 

The act, which prohibits the 
closed shop in future contracts, 
allows the employer to make a 
union shop agreement only after 
a majority of workers in a bar- 
gaining unit vote for it. Under 
the closed shop, the employer 
could hire only members of the 
union. A union shop contract per- 
mits him to hire whom he pleases, 
but the worker must join the un- 
ion after a specified time. There 
were 689 union shop elections held 
under the act up to the end of 
1947. Of these, AFL unions won 
403, CIO unions captured 74 and

NLY five years after Lincoln’s 

Proclamation, the 4,000,000 ex- 

slaves were politically dom- 
inant in the South and held the 
balance of power in the nation. 
Latking leaders and largely un- 
educated, they fell easily under 
the influence of Northern “car- 
petbaggers” and Southern white 
“scalawags” who used them for all 
kinds of schemes, good and bad. 

The Ku Klux Klan, said the edi- 
tor of the Tuscaloosa (Ala.) In- 
dependent Monitor, had its origin 
in “the galling despotism that 
broods like a nightmare over 
these Southern Stateg ... a per- 
sistent prostitution of all govern- 
ment, all resources and all pow- 
ers, to degrade the white man by 
the establishment of a Negro su- 
premacy.” 

Actually the Klan was started at 
Pulaski, Tenn., in 1865, very soon 
after the war, and almost two

During Reconstruction, when most 
of the property-owning Southern 
whites could take no part in their 
own government, they joined the 
Klan and other underground 
groups like the Knights of the 
White Camelia and the Order of 
the White Rose. These secret so- 
‘ cleties worked effectively to re- 
stores white supremacy by whip- 
pings, murders, and crude cartoon 
warnings.

Tennessee was exempt- 
ed because that state had already 
submitted to Congressional dicta-

With federal bayonets — 
them from behind, the uthern 
states “reconstructed” themselves 
with t haste. In South Car- 
olina in 1866, the Black Laws re- 
quired all freed Negroes to go to 
bed early, rise at dawn, speak re- 

ully to their employers, and 
perform no skilled labor without a

trolled the South Carolina legisla- 
ture, and it was against the law 
to call a man a “nigger” or a 
“yankee” in that state. 

The Radical program for’ the 
Negro freedmen was broad and 
definite. First came the Thir- 
teenth Amendment, which made 
emancipation a part of the Consti- 
tution. Then came the Freedmen’s 
Bureau, a branch of the Army, 
which opened Negro schools and 
relief centers and held special 
courts for Negroes throughout the 
South. Then came Negro suffrage 
under army protection, abolition of 


the Black Laws, and the Four-' 


teenth Amendment, which gave 
full-scale citizenship to Negroes 
and took it away from many for- 
mer “rebels.” Finally, in 1869, 
came the Fifteenth Amendment, 
which barred the states from ever 
interfering with the Negro’s right 
to vote.

Seward forced the French 
to get out of Mexico, and Maximilian 
was promptly shot by the Mexicans. 


T was Lincoln's Secretary of the 
Navy who jotted down this re- 
mark in his diary when the Rus- 
sian fleet dropped in at New York 
in 1868; this supposed gesture of 
friendship cheered up the North dur- 
ing a dark moment of the Civil War. 
One night in 1867 the Russian Min- 
ister in Washington dropped in on 
Secretary of State Seward with an- 
other pleasant surprise. He had just 
learned, he said, that Czar Alexander 
II would sell “Russian America 
(Alaska) for $7,200,000. Seward 
stopped playing whist and offered to 
close the deal at once.

F FATHER goes around eve- 
| nings kicking the family cat 

while little Junior spends his 
time trying to saw the leg off the 
living room piano and little Bessie 
behaves in a manner that would 
indicate her growing up to make 
her debut in a detention home, it 
is just possible that you can blame 
the whole works on the house you 
live in. For, according to a re- 
port just issued by the Woman’s 
Foundation, Inc., a non-profit, 
philanthropic organization, with 
no commercial or political axes to- 
grind, few houses today give fam- 
ilies what they need. Instead of 
building houses for families, fam- 
ily living has had to adapt. itself 
to houses. 


The Woman’s Foundation re- 
port published in a brochure en- 
titled “Houses For Family Living” 
goes beyond the shortage of homes 
in America today. It also points 
out that those we do.have are out- 
dated, inefficient and unscientific, 
Based on the findings of 52 ex- 
perts—architects, builders, plan- 
ners, home economists, medical 
and health authorities, anthropol- 
ogists, psychologists,. child welfare 
experts, etc,—the report contains 
valuable material not only for 
those fortunate enough to be 
about to build their own homes, 
but it points the way for those 
attempting mass housing projects 
and slum clearance to erect liv- 
ing establishments that really 
serve the family instead of just 
giving it a place to hang its col- 
lective hat. 

“What American families need 
are houses designed to grow up in, 
to grow old in,” say the experts. 
“We need houses adapted to fam- 
ily living. The houses we live in 


today reflect old ideas, outdated. 


theories, horse-and-buggy notions 
"about domestic needs and effi- 
ciency.” 

The experts envision tomorrow’s 
home as a basementless, atticless, 
one-floor house without the tradi- 
tional rooms of today. ,The ideal 
house they say would have a flex- 
ible “pattern of spaces” capable of 
change according to the changing 
needs of the family. They would 


have a house so designed as to 


give two “living areas,” suitable 
to the separate demands of two 
generations in the same house. 
They would have a kitchen devoid 
of “scullery atmosphere” and de- 
signed as a work center. And 
they would have this house locat- 
ed in a varied neighborhood with 
shopping areas and all services 
convenient instead of the highly 
zoned communities of today. 


“Without an acceptable solution 


to the housing question, all of the 
other remedies for family troubles 


* j 
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—divorce, juvenile delinquency, 
maladjusted personalities—will be 
incomplete,” say the experts. “We 
must attack that prime cause of 
major family difficulties: The ob- 
solete house and the obsolete com- 
munity in 8 stands.“ 
* 


HE experts’ report starts by 

pointing out that our houses, 

our communities, and our 
cities, are the product of our own 
imaginations, our own tools, and 
our own skills. We cah use these 
imaginations, tools and skills “to 
reshape the homes of men, in the 
light of modern knowledge, to de- 
velop the potential greatness of 
man.” 

“The capacities of the individual 
for survival are enormous,” the 
experts admit. “We know that life 
cam persist in hostile and unfa- 
vorable surroundings, but when 
the environment for procreation, 
for rearing the young, for family 
living, is adverse, the end is near. 
Thus we must consider the short- 
comings of our homes and of cities 
primarily as a setting for family 

ving. 

“Today we have to face, for the 
first time in history, the fact that 
ours is not predominantly a rural 
population. The world has never 
been obliged to create cities whose 
population would naturally in- 
crease. We have never had to 
build a city for childfen, a city for 
family living. Now we must do so. 
We must remember that the fam- 
ily is the unique producer of the 
generation of tomorrow, and the 
major influence in forming the 
personality of our future citizens. 

“We must build homes and re- 
build our cities to offer the maxi- 
mum advantages to families with 
children. We must establish en- 
vironments, domestic, community

and urban, that call forth the best 
in the human personality. But we 
must enlist the family, as we have 
seldom used it thus far, to aid in 
this work. Our homes and cities 
must be made suitable, in the 
bright light of modern knowledge, 
not only for children but for fam- 
ily living.” 


In “Homes for ‘Better Living,” 
the experts show how the average 
family passes through four stages, 
each requiring different housing 
facilities—the “early years” of 
childless marriage and working 
wives, the “crowded years” of baby 
rearing, the “peak years of school 
children and highest income,” and 
the “later years” of retirement or 
semi-retirement after the children 
have left home. The life of the 
family is about 40 years and dur- 
ing that time each family makes 
an average of six moves. With 
proper planning and proper hous- 
ing, this could be reduced to three, 
according to the study, 


Pointing out that even in homes 
without children, the average 
homemaker ‘spends nearly 40 
hours a week on housework, the 
survey blames this fact on “the 
old-fashioned ideas we still hold 
about a proper household. Millions 
of families today are striving to 
live without servants in thé man- 
ner in which a few thousands of 
families with servants lived 50 
years ago. But more than it 
blames old-fashioned ideas, the re- 
port scores old-fashioned houses.

HE truth is,“ says the 
study, that the homes our 
young couples find to start 
housekeeping in are poorly adap- 
ted to their needs and require- 
ments. Even the so-called ‘effi- 
ciency apartments’ that the most 
fortunate families live in during 
the early years are efficient in 
name only. Anyone who has come 
to grips with the problem of liv-

You don’t have to know many 
young couples to see where the 
housekeeping hours go and how 
difficult it is to get a start in a 
good domestic routine.”

TATISTICS prove that few re- 
cently-built homes live up to 
the minimum standards of 
space, whether apartments or 
houses, and seldom provide enough 
room for a normal family of five 
people, In fdct they hardly accom- 
modate the “statistically average” 
household of 3.8 persons. 

“The raw fact is that we have 
not been building houses for fam- 
ilies,” the report pounds home. 
“Instead families have been trying 
to make a home with the best 
they could find in the way of a 
start. Such a neglect of the fun- 
damental interests of consumers 
could happen only in the ‘sellers 
market’ our housebuilders have 
had for too many years, and now 
have in exaggerated form. In 
our new country we have had a 
chronic housing shortage. Under 
circumstances of more equal eco- 
nomic bargaining the interest of 
buyer and renter would have to be 
considered more seriously. Today 
they can be, and are being, ig- 


nored. People have to take what 


they can find to live in, and count 
themselves lucky to find any- 
thing.

Fattening Up Your Opponent. 


HE process of fattening up 

your opponent consists of

The result is a delicious 
combination of flavors and a nu- 
tritious dessert, To insure the 
finest flavored custard, be sure 
your bananas are dead ripe. That 
means the skins of the banana 
are a deep yellow heavily mottled 
with brown. Less ripe fruit pro- 
duces custard with a puckerish 


And don’t be uneasy about 
specks of color on the custard’s 
surface which might suggest fail- 
ing to blend in spice smoothly. If 
you mixed these in as the recipe 
directs, the speckled effect is due 
to floating, dark colored banana 
seeds. When you cut the pie, 
you'll find the custard perfectly 
uniform in color. Orange juice 
flavor in the crust ties in delight- 
fully with flavor of the filling. It 
adds high color and the fruit 
sugar causes the pastry to brown 
faster than if plain water were | 


added. To avoid over browning 
the rim, make a flat finish at the 
pastry’s edge or cover up a fluted 
rim with a fold of paper toweling 
to go all around the crust. This 
holds the heat down at the rim 
so the pie browns all over uni- 
formly. 


Banana Custard Pie, 


Three medium bananas, fully 
ripened, one-fourth cup orange 
juice, one-fourth cup sugar, one- 
fourth cup milk, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, one-sixteenth teaspoon 
cinnamon, two tablespoons fine 
bread crumbs, two eggs, beaten, 
eight-inch unbaked pie shell made 
with orange juice in place of 
water. 

Peel bananas, puree them and 
add to orange juice, Puree and 
orange juice should make 1 cup. 
Stir in sugar, milk, salt, cinnamon 
and bread crumbs. Combine with 
beaten eggs and beat slightly with 
rotary beater. Pour into prépared 
shell. Bake in hot oven (450 de- 
grees F.) for 10 minutes, reduce 
heat to 300 degrees F. (open oven 
door to bring temperature down) 
and continue baking for 30 min- 
utes lomger.
